family — and lack of care 
can lead to various diseases 
which can be communicated 
to human 
beings. Thus, 


adequate care for the family 
pet also protects the family, 
and your neighbors. 
When an animal grows old, 


some pet owners insist that 
il is lo the pel's benefit to 
keep him alive. Perhaps it 
is, but a blind, deaf and 
feeble animal is not the same 
as an elderly human being. 


Act of Mercy 


One does a dying animal 


a favor by giving it relief 
from Ihe aches, pains and suf- 
fering of old age. It may be 
an act of courage to take the 
pet to a veterinarian for a 
shot to put it out of ils misery, 
bul it is an act of mercy to 
Ihe animal. 


When 
the 
veterinarian 


says to the pet owner, "I 
can do no more for this ani- 
mal." it is the end. It is not 
possible to pretend that old 
age can be halted in a pet 
—after all, dogs and cats 
age about seven years for 


each one of our lives, so 
do not expect a dog or cat 
to travel through life with 
you and your children. 
There comes a time when 


there is onev last act of love 
or care you can provide for 
your pet — and that is what 
it is, not just an execution. 


Training, Too 
/ 


If you have a dog, consider 


the possibility of training. A 
trained dog offers a great deal 
more pleasure — and less 
trouble 
than an undisci- 


plined animal. 


While you may enjoy your 


Great Dane jumping on your 
shoulders, it's possible your 
callers find it a shattering 
experience. In short, you 
have more than your own 
family to consider when you 
own a pet. 


Training Clubs 


There are dog trainers at 


some kennels who will train 
your animal—for a fee—over 
a several-week period. There 
also are dog clubs—in the Fox 
Cities it's the Winnegamie 
Dog club — which operate 
training sessions for minimum 
cost, at which your pet can 
learn the basics of behavior. 


One or two basic things 


will offer the dog owner a 
great deal of pleasure and 
pride. If your dog learns to 
heel — walk beside you at 
command, no matter what 
the distraction—and to come 
when called, you'll find that 
at least 90 per cent of your 
troubles are over. 
Any dog can be trained, 


there are no exceptions. One 
key, of course, is starting 
early. There is no such thing 
as a 'mean' or 'wild' dog — 
it's the owner that makes him 
so. Try a little patience, con- 
sistency and kindness and the 
dog will respond. 
About Cats 


Cats are a differenl malter, 


but they can be trained. It is 
a matter of starting -with the 
kitten, which, after all, is 
where the cat starts. If you 
are Ihinking aboul disciplining 
a cal, forget it. Kindness 
works wonders, beating does 
nothing. 


With any pet, the key to

275-Foot Span Rtsts on 5-Foot 
Pillars in Center of Roadway, 


The first construction of its type in> the state will offer Fox 


Cities resident* a spectacular type of highway building in 
1961. 


Beginning this fall and winter, and scheduled for traffic 


use in 1961 is a 275-foot span carrying Northland avenue 
. (Present Highway 41) over the new relocated 41 just north1 of 
the Highway 10 interchange. The spectacular nature of the 
structure is that it will be supported by stogie pillars in the 
center of the upper roadway's 
base. 


The pillars of 5-foot rein- 


forced concrete will carry the 
30-foot roadway and 
2-foot 


safety curbway. Rising from 
12-inch pilings (tubes filled 
with concrete, driven to clay 
base), the pillars join the flat 
base of the 4-foot, 9-inch box- 
type girders of the reinforced 
concrete overpass. 


Reinforcing Used 


TheTeinforcing for the pil- 


lars and roadway ranges from 
11-inch to J-inch steel bars. 
No mesh reinforcing, such as 
one usually sees in ground 
level construction, will be 
used. 


The structure is built in 


three definite steps—each a 
continuous pour of concrete. 
Once the pillar is erected, the 
base of each section—about 
18 feet in length, nine feet to 
each side of a pillar—is cast. 
This forms a 
supports, the 


honeycomb 
beginnings 


the box-type girders. The sec- 
ond continuous pour builds the 
Interior honeycomb of rec- 
tangular, vertical supports up 


to within a few inches of the 
final, top, roadway pour. 


The final pour is the road- 


way itself, which covers the 
wood forms which support 
the pour while it is being 
made. 


Construction will be tricky, 


since the contractor must sup- 
port the 30-foot wide road- 
way, 18 feet long, while he 
pours the concrete. It is not 
until the concrete has set that 
the load-bearing properties of 
the box-type girder construc- 
tion take effect, and the cen- 
ter pillar assumes its load. 


When completed, the 275- 


foot span will sweep across 
Highway 41, supported only 
by its single, almost classic 
pillars. 


The span will afford nearly 


15 feet of clearance above 
Highway 41.

Teenage Warfare 


The raging gang battles that arc being 


carried on in New York among gangs of 
teenagers is a disgrace to the government 
of New York and likewise to the govern- 
ment of every other city of the state where 
such outbreaks have been tolerated. 


New York's Police Commissioner 


Stephen P. Kennedy has assigned 1,400 
extra police to patrol duty "in the trouble 
spots" around the city during the hours 
from 6 p.m. to 2 a.m. Four people have been 
killed as a result of gang fights during 
the past week. Since the first of the year 
police have arrested 57 persons under 21 
years of age for murder or manslaughter, 
and 197 under 21 for rape. The heavy po- 
lice patrols now being assigned to differ- 
ent 
locations about the city may reduce 


the violence for a time but it cannot be 
considered a cure by any means. 


The city has special volunteer workers 


assigned to all of the known gangs and 
through them they have a pretty good 
knowledge of what is going on. It appears 
that the teenagers have organized a special 
gang government of their own. Each gang 
knows its territory, knows where its rivals 
hold out and uses every means at hand to 
maintain its rights. 


The description of the gang's methods 


of operation appear to be similar to those 
of small states ruled by dictators. Each 
gang has its leader. It is his duty to see 
that the gang is kept intact and that it 
suffers no insult from any neighboring 
gang. Boys from the other gangs arc not 
permitted to enter territory of another. 
If they do a fight is sure to start which 
may end with an all-out battle between the 


two gangs. This can be over invasion of a 
territory, because of some imaginary in- 
sult to one of the gang members or to a 
member of his family, or because some 
member of a rival gang has sought the 
favor of a teenage girl in a rival's territory. 


These wars or battles are planned with 


great care. Gang members gather together 
all the weapons they can find including 
clubs, knives, links of chain, pistols, re- 
volvers and even rifles. The slightest af- 
front to one of the gang leaders is reason 
enough for an all-out battle. The welfare 
workers who are working with these gangs 
attempt to keep the struggle within bounds 
and often are able to avert outright gang 
warfare but not always. 


It is pretty obvious that these gangs 


grow and are nurtured because most of the 
boys have no family life. It appears from 
this distance that they are left almost en- 
tirely on their own and they follow their 
natural impulse to organize groups or 
gangs and soon find themselves in com- 
petition with other groups or gangs. It 
would be impossible for them to collect the 
quantity of weapons that is often revealed 
in a gang fight if they had even fair super- 
vision. Most of these boys are not only un- 
supervised but they are almost completely 
idle since they have few if any chores to 
do and it is illegal for many of them to 
work for wages. Some of them will be oc- 
cupied during the school year but a fair 
proportion of them will prove to be un- 
manageable in school and soon will be out 
on the streets on their own again, free to 
organize others like them who are unable 
to accept school discipline and are idle and 
free to get into mischief. 


The Appointment oi Federal Judges 


Forty-five additional federal judges are 


needed to adequately handle the business 
that is now crowding federal courts. The 
judicial conference which includes the 
chief justice of the United States and the 
chief judge of each of the U. S. Courts of 
Appc<ils have recommended that the 45 
additional judges be distributed among the 
districts and the circuits with the most 
crowded calendars. 


That recommendation is three years 


old but a bill to provide these judges has 
gotten nowhere in Congress. One reason, 
of course, is the reluctance of Democratic 
legislators to give such a big list of ap- 
pointments to a Republican president. As a 
means of meeting this problem Ally. Gen. 
Rogers told the American Bar Jissociation 
at its annual convention in Miami Beach 
that President Eisenhower is willing to fill 
half of the scats with Democrats if Con- 
gress creates additional federal judpcships. 


He assured a news conference that he 


was speaking with the approval of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on that point. He declared 
that because the new judges arc so urgently 
needed the administration is willing to 
agree to a 50-50 arrangement on appoint- 
ments, whether the Congress supplies the 
recommended number of judgcships or 
only part of thorn. 


Earlier in the session the bar associ- 


ation had adopted a resolution calling for 
a balance between the two major parties in 
federal judicial selections. Atty. 
Gen. 


Rogers, taking note of this resolution, 
pointed out that when the present admin- 
istration came into power in 1953 about 80 
per cent of the federal judges were Demo- 
crats. At that time, he said, Republicans 
were not interested in being nonpartisan 
in the matter because they were too far 
behind. However, at this time he says the 
number of Republican and Democratic 
federal judges is about even. For that 
reason, he said, it is a good time to work 
for nonpartisan appointments. He declared 
that he would urge the Republicans to 
support that idea in 1960. 


The method provided in the Constitution 


for naming federal judges is a fairly simple 
ono and it has often been praised because it 
lends to insure careful selections. However, 
it is not a very workable means in prac- 
tice. In fact the advice and consent of the 
Senate often amounts to merely the advice 
and consent of one senator or possibly two 
senators in the state from which the ap- 
pointee comes or the slate in which he is to 
take office. Days, weeks and months often 
go by before the senators in a state are 
able to agree on a candidate. The fact of the 
matter is that the advice and the consent of 
the Senate is almost never the careful judg- 
ment of the Senate membership. 


The Rogers proposal may help to get 


legislation opening up additional judgc- 
ships. but we arc still a long way from 
finding a reasonable method of making 
such appointments. 


Oklahoma Gets Legal Liquor 


For 52 years there has been no such 


thing as a legal intoxicating beverage in 
the -state of Oklahoma. All that was 
changed Sept. 1 when some 500 state 
liquor stores opened for business. 
; 
However, about the only difference ob- 


'scrvcrs were able to notice between the 
•constitutionally dry Oklahoma and the new 
-wet Oklahoma was that in the future the 
'state will collect $2.40 per gallon on the 
liquor dispensed. In t he past liquor has been 
.available to anyone who wanted it through 
•bootleggers. Rut since it was illcg.il the 
-stale could collect no taxes on it although a 
-few dollars may have been picked up in 
fines when violators were arrested. How- 


. 'ever, there has been no serious effort to 
^enforce the anti-liquor law in the past and 
•so bootleggers flourished 
and 
anyone 


wishing liquor could get it readily. 


As a matter of fact it can be said quite 


safely that there lias never been any such 
Ihing as a dry state. This is because it has 
never been possible to enforce Prohibition 
for any length of time. The people of Ok- 
lahoma saw the folly of their ways last 
April 7 when they voted for repeal. Since 
there has never been any noticeable short- 
age of liquor in Oklahoma, no one serious- 
ly expects any great increase in the con- 
sumption of liquor due to the new arrange- 
ment. In fact the* liquor business is being 
continued on much the same basis as in 
the past. There will be no public drinking 
as the liquor will be dispensed in pack- 
ages from stores. The consumer can drop 
in at a liquor store and pick up his bottle 
just as he used to pick il up from the boot- 
legger. The only difference will be that 
the profits that formerly went to the boot- 
legger will now go. in part at least, to that 
state as taxes.

with "good" discha r g e s. 
Which seems to suggest that 
the top officials showed the 
white feather when.it came 
to giving the bird to the al- 
batross bad luck theory. 


There is plenty of evidence

Wood Shipping Plan 


From Newsprint Fact» 


Take one river. Divert it 


into an 8-inch pipeline. Take 
5.000 pulpwood trees and re- 
duce them to one-inch chips. 
Put the chips into the pipe- 
line and send the mixture 
coursing 50 or 100 miles 
overland from woods to mill. 
Will it work? 


This is the outline of a re- 


search project now under 
way in the crawl space un- 
der the new laboratory build- 
ing of the Pulp and Paper 
Research institute of Cana- 
da in a Montreal suburb. It 
is one of many projects sup- 
ported by paper industry 
contributions of more than $1 
million a year. 


Dr.-Lincoln R. Thicsmcy- 


er. president of the institute, 
says it has already been es- 
tablished in principle that it 
is possible to supply a good- 
sized (700-ton-a-day) news- 
print mill with all the wood 
it needs in this way. He is 
not yet ready to say whether 
this can be done at a saving 
over present methods. 


Key clement in the re- 


search is an 8-inch alumi- 
num pipeline in a loop a 
tenth of a mile long under 
the l a b o r a t o r y floor. 
ThrouKh the pipeline arc 
pumped thousands of gallons 


of water containing tons of 
pulpwood chips. The chips 
travel along in their water 
slurry at a rate of four to 
10 feet per second as scien- 
tists watch, measure, and 
analyze. 


The test 
pipeline 
was 


moved into the crawl space 
from outdoors to permit the 
experiments to go on despite 
freezing weather. Freezing 
is one of the problems which 
would have to be solved in 
actual use, possibly with 
anti-freeze, perhaps by lo- 
cating the pipeline at the 
bottom of a flowing stream. 


Some of the other ques- 


tions: What frictions are set 
up in the pipeline? Will 
cheaper steel piping work as 
well as aluminum? Docs 
plastic pipeline present cer- 
tain advantages? 'What hap- 
pens when velocity is lost in 
a given section of line? What 
is the corrosion 
picture? 


How much wood deteriora- 
tion takes place? 


The most important ques- 


tion, however, is whether 
this method of wood ship- 
ment will cost less in the 
long run than the present 
traditional cartage of logs to 
lakes and rivers and flota- 
tion
